HARMAR STREET PROJECT I 
ADOPTED December 11, 1972 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has made 
investigations, studies and surveys of various blighted, de- 
teriorated and deteriorating areas within the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, and of the causes contributing to the blighting and 
deterioration of such areas; and 

WHEREAS, such investigations, studies and surveys have 
been made in cooperation with the various departments and bodies 
of said City and have been directed toward determining the proper 
use of land and improvements thereon so as to best serve the 
interests of the City and its inhabitants, both from the stand- 
point of human needs and economic values, and as a result of 
such investigations, studies and surveys the Commission has found 
that the area hereinafter described has become blighted, de- 
teriorated and deteriorating to such an extent that such conditions 
cannot be corrected by regulatory processes or by the ordinary 
operations of private enterprise, without resort to the provisions 
or the Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 
176 of the Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana, as Amended and Supplemented) and that the public health 
and welfare would be benefited by the acquisition and urban re- 
newal of such area under the provisions of said Act; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission now further finds that the area 
hereinafter described, because of the lack of development, 
cessation or growth, deterioration of improvements and character 
of occupancy , age and obsolescence, substandard character of the 
buildings and other factors which have impaired values and pre- 
vented a normal development of the land included in said area or 
the use thereof, has become under current conditions undesirable 
for or impossible of normal development and occupancy; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission now further finds (a) that the here- 
inafter described area within said City has become and now is 
blighted, deteriorated and deteriorating to such an extent with- 
in the meaning of the Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act 
of 1953 (Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly 
of the State of Indiana, as Amended and Supplemented) that such 
conditions cannot be corrected by regulatory processes or by 
the ordinary operations of private enterprise without resort to 
the provisions of said Act; (b) the public health and welfare 
would be benefited by the acquisition and urban renewal of said 
area under the provisions of said Act; (c) said hereinafter des- 
cribed blighted, deteriorated and deteriorating area constitutes 
a menace to the social and the economic interests of the City 
of Fort Wayne and itsyinhabitants ; (d) the acquisition and urban 

renewal of such area m accordance with plans outlined by the 
Commission will be of public utility and benefit to the City 
of Fort Wayne and its inhabitants; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission has heretofore caused to be prepared 
maps and plats showing the boundaries of the hereinafter described 
blighted, deteriorated and deteriorating area, the location of

tihe various parcels of property, streets, alleys and other features 
affecting the acquisition, clearance, replanning, rezoning or 
urban renewal of such area , indicating any parcels of property to 
oe excluded from the acquisition and the portions of the area 
acquired which are to be devoted to streets, alleys, sewerage 
playground and other public purposes under the urban renewal plan- 
also a list of the owners of the various parcels of property 
proposed to be acquired, all of which appropriately identified by 
numbers on file this date with the Commission; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission has caused a separate appraisal to be 
made by two independent appraisers of the fair value of each of 
i'he parcels of property to be acquired, which appraisals were 
bS r f l '°5 0re flled Wlth the Commission, and the Commission now finds 
that the estimated cost of acquiring the property in the blighted 
deteriorated . and deteriorating area hereinafter described, deter- ' 
mined by ^taking the average of the two appraisals, is Seventy-Five 
Thousand Fo ur Hundred Fifty One Dollars ($75. 451. 00) 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission that it hereby makes the findings of fact hereinbefore 
set forth and that the following described area in the City of Fort 
Wayne , Indiana, is found and declared to be blighted, deteriorated 
ana deteriorating within the meaning of the Redevelopment of Cities 
and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 of the 
Cenera! Assembly of the State of Indiana, as Amended and Supplemented) 
and which area is bounded and described as follows: 


Real estate located in the City of Fort Wayne, Allen 
County, Indiana, being generally described as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of the West Right of Way 
line of Harmar Street with the North Right of Way line 
of East Washington Boulevard, thence West on the North 
Right of Way line of said East Washington Boulevard to 
the intersection of the North Right of Way line of East 
Washington Boulevard with East Right of Way line of 
Francis Street, thence North along the East Right of Way 
line of Francis Street to the intersection of the East

Street Project I, dated , and consisting of 

P^ges and exhibits be and the same is hereby approved. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the estimated cost of acquiring 
said blighted, deteriorated and deteriorating area as determined 
by taking the average of the two separate appraisals made by in- 
dependent appraisers is Seventy-Five Thousand Four Hundred Fifty-One 
Dollars ($75, 451. 00) ‘ — 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Commission now declares that 
the above described blighted, deteriorated and deteriorating area 
constitutes a menace to the social and economic interests of said 
City and its inhabitants and that the acquisition and urban renewal 
of such area shown on the above described maps and plats under the 
provisions of the Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 
(Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana, as Amended and Supplemented) will be of public 
utility and benefit, and that the Department of Redevelopment of 
the City of Fort Wayne proposes to acquire all of such land and 
interests therein within said boundaries , except the following 
real estate, which real estate will be purchased and redeveloped 
by other public bodies, said excepted real estate being more 
particularly described as follows: 

1. The South Sixty (60) feet of Lot 357 in Hanna's 
East Park Addition, according to the recorded plat 
thereof in Plat Book 0 at page 17 in the office of 
the Recorder of Allen County, Indiana 

2. The West gj feet of the North Ninety (90) feet of 
Lot 357 in Hanna's East Park Addition, according to 
the recorded plat thereof in Plat Book 0 at page

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the acquisition, clearance, 
replanning and urban renewal of such area be in accordance with 
the Urban Renewal Plan for Harmar Street Project I. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this Resolution, to- 
gether with said Urban Renewal Plan and supporting data be submitted 
to the City Plan Commission of Fort Wayne for examination by that 
body and its determination as to whether this Declaratory Resolu- 
tion and said Urban Renewal Plan conform to the master plan of 
development for said City and for its written order approving or 
disapproving this Declaratory Resolution and said proposed. Urban 
Renewal Plan. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that if an approving order is issued 
by said City Plan Commission, the same shall be transmitted to 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne for its approval. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that upon receipt of the written order 
of approval of said City Plan Commission and the approval of the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne a notice shall be pub- 
lished in accordance with the requirements of Section 14 of the 
Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 176 of the 
Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as 
Amended, Section 48-8554 Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated, 1963 
Replacement) fixing a date for the receiving and hearing of re- 
monstrances and objections from persons interested in or affected 
by the proceedings pertaining to the proposed project and for the 
final determination of the public utility and benefit thereof.

Project Proposals 


The Project Area is described as follows: 

Real Estate located in the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, 

Indiana, being generally described as follows: 

Beginning at the intersection of the West Right of Way 
line of Harmar Street with the North Right of Way line 
of East Washington Boulevard, thence West on the North

2. Proposed Urban Renewal Actions 


A. Renewal treatment for the entire area is clearance and 
redevelopment. 

B. General objectives are concerned with the removal 
of structurally substandard buildings and blighting 
influences within the area and to provide housing 
in amounts sufficient to accomodate a maximum 
number of residents and still remain consistent with 
medium density requirements. 

C . To provide safe, decent and sanitary housing for 
the elderly people living within the general adjacent 
area . 

D. To enhance the general appearance of the area by 
making available land that would be improved by the 
development of practical and attractive housing. 
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3. 


Land Use Plan 


A. The Land Use Map, Code No. H.P. 501-A sets 
forth the land use plan for the project. 

B. There are no contemplated changes in the street 
pattern, all of which are perimeter streets surround- 
ing the area. 

C. The 15" combination storm and waste sewer which begins 
at the east side of the project area and drains in a 
westerly direction and which is located in the east-west 
alley bisecting the project may be retained. The east- 
west alley which contains said sewer will be vacated with 
the right of easement for the storm and waste sewer 
being retained. 

D. No zoning ordinance changes are contemplated at this 
time. Present ordinances already conform to the 
proposed project uses. (See Map HP 501-E) 

E. Land uses permitted would be confined to the following: 

Housing Complex for the Elderly. 

F. Existing land use is identified on Map HP 501-D 

G. Since this is a complete clearance program, no 
property rehabilitation standards have been developed. 

H. There are no existing community and recreational facilities 
within the project area, and the plan does not call for 
provision of same. 

I. The development will be controlled by the codes and ordinances 
of the City of Fort Wayne. 
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Map # HP -50 IB incorporates the list of owners which 
is a specific requirement of the Indiana Redevelopment 
Law. 

It is anticipated that the Urban Renewal Plan will be 
in effect for a 50 year period. 

The Urban Renewal Plan may be modified or varied at 
any time by a Resolution of the City of Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission. Any change affecting 
any property or contractural right can be effectuated 
only in accordance with applicable law. 
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Project Proposals 


Land Acquisition 

1. Real property to be acquired for clearance and 
development is shown on Land Acquisition Map 
Code HP 501-C . 

No rehabilitation and conservation standards have been 
established for real property inasmuch as all properties 
are to be acquired. 

Redevelopers Objigations 

The land acquired by the City of Fort Wayne, Department 
of Redevelopment will be disposed of subject to agreement 
between the Redevelopment Commission and the Redeveloper. 
The Redeveloper will be required by the contractual agree- 
ment to observe the land use and building requirements 
of this Urban Renewal Plan. 

The Redeveloper will be required to submit a redevelopment 
schedule satisfactory to the City of Fort Wayne. 

The Redeveloper will not be permitted to defer the start of 
construction for a period longer than is required for the 
preparation of necessary redevelopment plans, along with 
their review and approval by the City of Fort Wayne, 
Department of Redevelopment. 


The following provision will be a part of the agreement: 

A. The Redeveloper will submit to the City a plan and 
schedule for the proposed development. 

B. The purchase of the land i's for. the purpose of 
redevelopment and not for speculation. 

C. The land will be built upon and improved in conformity 
with the objectives and use provisions of the 

Urban Renewal Plan. 

D. The buildirg improvements on the land will be commenced 
and completed within a reasonable time. 

E. The Redevelopers, their successors or assignees agree that 
there will be no discrimination against any person or group 
of persons on account of race, creed, color, sex or national 
origin in the sale, lease, sublease, transfer, use, occupancy, 
tenure or employment of the land therein conveyed nor will 
the Redeveloper himself or any person claiming under or 
through him establish or permit any such practice or 
practices of discrimination or segregation with reference 

to the selection, location, number, use or occupancy 
of tenants, lessees, subleeseees or vendees in use therein 
conveyed or any improvements erected thereon. The 
above provisions will be perpetual and will run with the 
land disposed of within the Urban Renewal Area by the City 
of Fort Wayne, Department of Redevelopment.

the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has submitted to the 
Fort Wayne City Plan Commission a Declaratory Resolution adopted by the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission on December II, 1972, designated as "Declaratory 
Resolution - Harmar Street Project l E! , together with the Urban Renewal Plan 
referred to therein and supporting data all as required by the Redevelopment 
of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 176 of the Acts of !953 of the Genera! 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, as Amended and Supplemented) and said 
Declaratory Resolution and Urban Renewal Plan having been duly considered 
by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission and found to be in conformance with the 
Master Plan of Development for the City of Fort Wayne; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE iT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission that 
said Declaratory Resolution - Harmar Street Project I and said Urban Renewal 
Plan conform to the Master Plan of Development for the City of Fort Wayne and 
said Declaratory Resolution and Urban Renewal Plan are accordingly hereby approved 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the President of this Commission be and he is 
hereby authorized to deliver to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission and to the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne a certified copy of this resolution which 
shall constitute the approving order of the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission as 
required by i aw approving said Declaratory Resolution - Harmar Street Project I 
end said Urban Renewal Plan.
